Clark. bridge over the Missis- 
sippi river at Alton were for 
duties they performed in con- 
neetion with the county's 
ownership and operation of the 
bridge. 

Payments to the officials, 
including judges of the County 
Court. were cited in a rec- 
ommendation to the Alton City 
Council Wednesday night that 
a congressional investigation 
ofthe dispute over the bridge 
be Sought. 

Alton City Councilman Wes- 
ton.Molloy said he would in- 
treduce a resolution for a re- 
quest for a congressional in- 
vestigation at the council's 
next meeting Feb. 12. 

Recommendation for the in- 
vestigation was in a report 
submitted to the council by 
Emerson Baetz, special counsel 
for the City of Alton in the 
bridge controversy, which said 
payments totaling more than 
$3000, most of them as bridge 
“inSpection fees,” were made 
to the county officials in De- 
cemiber 1955. 

"In Practice Since 1936. 
Presiding Judge E. C. Schumpe 
of.the St. Charles County Court 
said it had been the practice 
since the county acquired the 


bridge in 1936 for the judges, ' 


the county clerk and the coun- 
ty treasurer to receive salaries 
from toll receipts. 


“The salary was $125 a 
month per judge when I was 
elected in 1950,” Judge 
Schumpe said. “About 1955 the 
court voted unanimously to 
raise it to $150. Receipts from 
bridge operation were up, so 
the increase could be afforded. 
Also our duties were increas- 
ing steadily as traffic on the 
bridge increased.” 


He. acknowledged that he 
and former Judge Ben Dick- 
herber received supplementary 
payments of $490 each in De- 
cember 1955 as “bonuses,” in 
line with the custom of pay- 


ing bonuses to bridge employes | 


at that time. 

In July 1956 Prosecuting At- 
torney H. K. Stumberg of St. 
Charles county filed an injunc- 
tion and accounting suit against 
the county judges, 
vgrious payments, in connec- 
tipn with the bridge, including 
salaries to themselves, were 
“without authority of law.” 


Suit Dismissed. 


Circuit Judge James D 
Clemens dismissed the suit 10 
days after it was filed on the 
ground it should have been 
brought by the Missouri High- 
way Commission rather than 
the county prosecutor. Stum- 
berg had filed the action in the 
name of the State of Missouri. 

‘Stumberg said today he had 
sdént files of the case to the 
hfichway commission after the 
dftsmissal.

Extensions 
Of the FHA 
Sought 


By HUGH L. MORRIS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (INS)— 
Two major extensions of FHA 
to cover the demand for more 
and better homes highlight 
President Eisenhower's budget 
aber to Congress in the 

ousing field. 

He recommended that the 
eelling on insured mortgages 
be raised from $20,000 to 
$30,000 and that the amount 
of insurance permitted be in- 
creased by three billion dollars 
a year for five years. 

Again, the Administration 
asked for a boost in the inter- 
est rate on G.I. home loans— 
still available to Korean vets 
after July. 

The President also requested 
more money for urban renewal 
with a plan for cities and states 
to increase by stages, through 
1962, their share of the costs 
from otie-third to one-half. 

The money measures, along 
with others calling for no fed- 
eral spending, will be spelled 
out in proposed legislation to 
be submitted to the lawmakers 
probably by March 1. 


Included will be a plan for , 


partial insurance of the top 20 
per cent of conventional loans 
for home mortgages. 

The ceiling on FHA-insured 
mortgages was raised from 
$16,000 in 1954. FHA believes 
that, with rising prices as well 
as standards of living, the 
$20,000 ceiling no longer is a 
reasonable limit on the kind of 
house the moderate income 
family wants to buy. 

Homes priced at $20,000 and 
above increased from about 5 
per cent of the volume built in 
1954 to 16 per cent in ‘1957. 

Raising the limit would re- 
quire changes in down. pay- 
ments on $20,000-plus houses, 
a@ move already advocated by 
home builders. The rate now 
is per cent down on a $20,000 
house, but, with a $20,000 mort- 
gage, one-third down is needed 
on a $30,000 home. 

Present estimates are that 
the FHA will have its 25 bil-

lion dollar maximum author- 
ized in motrgage insurance by 
mid-1960 and Administration 
proposals would continue the 
program at higher levels. 

In addition to three billion 
dollars a year in new authority, 
the agency's commitment is re- 
duced by one and one-half bil- 
lion dollars a year in repay- 
ments, and this amount could 
be repledged. 

To revive GI home loans, the 
President asked Congress to 
raise the four and-one-half per 
cent ceiling on interest rates 
and to repeal discounts on GI 
and FHA loans. 

The program for World War 
II veterans expires in July, but 
a bill already has been intro- 
duced to extend it another 


year. The bill would hold the 
current ceiling on _ interest 
rates. 


Some observers feel that the 
President's call for more local 
funds on slum clearance and 
urban renewal will speed up 
the program as cities get in on 
it at less cost to them. 

Last July, after eight years 
of the program, there were 178 
urban renewal projects in 122 
cities and plans were underway 
for 254 more projects in these 
and 142 other cities.

lke to Get 
More Slums 


Cash, Belief

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP)— 
President Eisenhower ig likely 
to get more money for slum 
clearance and urban rehabili- 
tation than he asked Congress 
to provide, informed sources 
on Capitol Hill predict. 

In his budget message, the 
chief executive proposed 
spending $1,300,000,000 for ur- 
ban renewal over a six-year 
period starting July 1, 1958. 

But informed sources on 
Capitol Hill told the United 
Press the total may be closer 
to 2 billion dollars. They ad- 
vanced these two reasons that 
might impel the lawmakers to 
vote more money than the 
President requested. 

—Pressure from local au- 
thorities and civic organiza- 
tions. For example, the Con- 
ference of Mayors has trimmed 
its initial proposal for $500,- 
000,000 a year for 10 years to 
a “rock-bottom” $350,000,000. 

—The desire to help bolster 
the ecohomy through Govern- 
ment spending. This argument 
might convince many lawmak- 
ers to increase the nondefense 
portion of the President's 
budget, even if it means going 
into the red. 

Sparkman Wants More. 


One key lawmaker who feels 
the $1,300,000,000 is insuffi- 
cient is Senator John Spark- 
man (Dem.), Alabama, chair- 
man of the Senate Housing 
subcommittee, which must re- 
port the bill out before floor 
action is taken. “The figure 
is entirely too low,” Sparkman 
said. 

He said he would favor 
spending $300,000,000 or even 
$350,000,000 a year for urban 
renewal over 10 years. 

§ >arkman maintained that 
ti> $200,000,000 a year that 
would be spent in fiscal 1962- 
64 would “virtually wind up 
the program.”

Move Under Way to Provide 


More Compensation for Loss 


When U.S. Takes Property 


A widespread movement is 
under way to provide a fuller 
compensation to private per- 
sons for losses sustained when 
real property is taken by the 
United States through condem- 
nation, Milton A. Pearl, at- 
torney on the staff of the De- 
partment of the Army's Assist- 
ant Chief of Engineers, reports 
in the current issue of The 
Appraisal Journal, quarterly 
publication of the American 
Institute of Real Estate Ap- 
praisers. 

Pearl, who handles real es- 
tate liaison work with Con- 
gressional committees for the 
Army, says that the growing 
concern of appraisers and re- 
altors with the adequacy of 
present condemnation compen- 
sation, is shared by govern- 
ment officials and Congress- 
men. 

He quotes United States 
District Court Judge Joseph 
Sam Perry as saying recently, 
with reference to the measure 
of damages when property is 
acquired by the United States, 
“Make no mistake about it, 
that payment does not compen- 
sate for the full loss.” 

“This thought,” says Pearl, 
“is not new; nor should it be 
startling. However, never be- 
fore did so many people seem 
to be aware of the problem.” 

Basic questions being con- 
sidered by professional soci- 
eties, government offices and 
pending Congressional legis- 
lation, as stated by Pearl are— 
In what respect are owners 
and tenants being denied com- 
pensation for their losses and 
how can this be remedied” 

Pointing out that under the 
Constitution and court inter- 
pretations of it, owners of con- 


may demned property are awarded

As examples of such injuries, 
he cites the damage alleged to 
have been caused to the prop- 
erty of an adjacent owner, 
none of whose lands were 
taken: the loss of good will of 
a business: the cost of moving 
the fixtures of a business 
or the personal property of a 
household: and possible 
prospective business profits 

“The courts,” Pearl writes, 


“have pointed out that the con- 
sequences may be harsh but 
the remedy lies with Congress.” 

Congress has enacted legisla- 
tion authorizing the military 
departments to make limited 
payments for the expenses and 
lesses incurred by owners and 
tenants as the direct result of 
moving because of the acquisi- 
tion of land for any publie 
works project of a military 
department. The Housing Act 
of 1957 provides for payments 
up to $100 for families and 
$2500 for businesses displaced 
by urban renewal projects 

A number of bills are pend- 
ing before the present session 
of Congress regarding the 
adequacy of payments to land- 
owners whose property is 
acquired or affected by govern- 
mental projects, the article 
States, and “the far-reaching 
highway program will undoubt- 
edly cause some of the states to 
join in taking a new look at 
the basis of compensation for 
land acquired for public use.” 

“We find almost universal 
agreement,” the analysis con- 
tinues, “at least privately, that 
some means should be found 
by which hardships can be 
relieved through payments for 
additional consequential dam- 
ages, without exposing the gov- 
ernment to unlimited payment 
or permitting former ownérs 
or occupants to obtain windfall 
benefits.” 


Pearl said however, that 
pending legislative proposals 
“demonstrate that the difficulty 
is a practical one.” Among sug- 
gested pieces of legislation of 
corrective intent but widely 
diversified nature cited by him 
are the following: 

A proposal to increase by «a 
flat 25 per cent of the com- 
pensation the payment awarded 
to farmers who are displaced 
and forced to relocate by fed- 
eral land condemnation 

A bill which would authorize, 
up to a $15,000 maximum, as 
payment for business losses an 
amount equal to the average 
adjusted gross income arrived 
at in accordance with provisions 
of the Internal Revenue Code. 

Another bill that would di- 
rect any federal agency acquir- 
ing the home of a family to 
“take into account the fact 
that such a home has a value 
to such a family over and above 
its market price.” 

Legislation which would, in- 
stead of compensating a per- 
son in dollars for property 
taken, provide him with a sub- 
stitute or a physical relocation 
of his existing improvements.

Ignored for Years. 

The threat 
States from Soviet submarines 
has for many years. been 
ignored. The fact is that for 
the past 10 years Soviet sub- 
marines have been a greater 
menace to the United States 
than Soviet airpower. 

In earlier years, the threat 
was from nuclear mines laid 
by submarines:in or close to 
harbors; torpedoes with nu-| 
clear warheads directed into | 
harbors and from short-range | 
small pilotless bombers carry- 
ing nuclear warheads. 

Today the threat is much 
more serious since a number 
of Soviet submarines are now 
able to launch solid-propellant 
ballistic missiles with a range 
of 720 miles. 

There is no question about 
this capability. R. Adm. Hy- 
man G. Rickover testified be- 
fore the Senate Preparedness | 
Subcommittee Jan. 6 that “we | 
know they (the Russians) have | 
at least a 200-mile missile.” 

Geared to Submarine. 

Asked if it and the gg 
rine were geared together, he 
answered: “Yes, definitely.” | 
He continued: ““I was being | 
conservative in saying at least | 
200 miles.” 

An article in the Soviet 
Navy’s official newspaper “So- 
viet Fleet” Dec. 4, 1957, said: 

“Rocket missiles with atomic 
and hydrogen warheads have 
radically expanded the range 
of submarines.

The Colleges Too 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The Post-Dispatch is to be con- 
gratulated on the current series of 
very revealing articles that focus 
attention on long-neglected condi- 
tions at the University of Missouri. 

But as pressing as is the prob- 
lem at the University of Missouri 
it cannot in fairness be divorced 
from the whole picture of state- 
supported higher education in Mis- 
souri. Over 8500 students are en- 
rolled in the five state colleges and 
Lincoln University. President J. 
W. Jones of Maryville State College 
predicted an increase of about 1000 
students annually in these insti- 
tutions until a total of 12,389 is 
reached in 1965. 

These 8500 students are as unde- 
serving of “shoestring” higher edu- 
cation in the form of crowded and 
antiquated buildings and poorly 
paid teachers as those enrolled at 
Columbia. 

Every pressing problem at the 
Univerity of Missouri can be found 
in even more impressive propor- 
tions at the five state colleges and 
Lincoln University. Salaries in 
general at these institutions are 
considerably lower than at the uni- 
versity although the same high 
standards are demanded and 
needed at both. 

More and more people are find- 
ing it financially possible to go to 
college as well as socially desir- 
able. Tremendous increases in pop- 
ulation and birth rate have af- 
fected this increase. Missouri as 
all states must face this crisis head- 
on. 

Our much poorer agricultural 
states that border us, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Iowa with much less per 
capita wealth all support two state 
universities of the approximate size 
of the University of Missouri but 
we only support one. They all 
spend more per capita for higher 
education. 

The problem of providing first- 
rate and not cut-rate higher educa- 
tion is a pressing one for the State 
of Missouri and it extends equally 
to all its institutions.

Neither does the message say that unions 
should be put under the anti-trust laws. To do 
that now would mean interminable legal confu- 
sion and a complete redefinition of the role of 
organized labor in our economic life. 

Instead, Mr. Eisenhower’s 12 points are in- 
tended to protect the traditional system of col- 
lective bargaining as well as to improve it. 
There are five general propositions: 

First, all welfare funds would have to be ac- 
counted for annually to a new office in the De- 
partment of Labor. This proposal heeds earlier 
Senate findings that public reporting should be 
required of funds managed by employers as well 
as by unions, for all have public importance. 

Second, unions would file reports on their 
finances and laws. The records would be open 
to public inspection, or challenge, by union 
members or anyone else. 

Third, in conjunction with this reporting, un- 
ions would have to show that they elected offi- 
cers by secret ballot. Open voting is the tool 
of tyranny, am 

Fourth, unions and their officers, and employ- 
ers, would report financial dealings with each 
other or with intermediaries. Secret deals to 
impair labor’s rights by “sweetheart” contracts 
or othef means would be illegal. 

Fifth, secondary boycotts would be redefined 
in justice to both labor and industry. A union 
could not coerce an employer to cease doing 
business with another or to cease performing a 
service. But the Taft-Hartley law would’ be 
amended to make it plain it does not prevent 
boycotts of a secondary employer who performs 
“farmed out” work for a struck company. 


Finally, the President suggests near the end 
of his message that Congress eliminate the Taft- 
Hartley provision barring economic strikers not 
entitled to reinstatement from voting in repre- 
sentation elections. -This was Mr. Eisenhower's 
first labor plank. He called the provision “union 
busting” in his 1952 campaign but Congress has 
not heeded him. 

The new Administration program offers pro- 
tections for union members and the public with- 
out interfering with the rights to organize, bar- 
gain collectively and strike. Perhaps the pro- 
gram will arouse as much opposition from or- 
ganized industry as from some leaders of organ- 
ized labor. 

It is unfortunate that for ten years every labor 
program has been fated to create sharp battle 
lines in Congress and to die in stalemate. But 
if the President will use his powers of leader- 
ship and conciliation to support his message, 
Congress may yet produce labor law reforms. 
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What Gain in Pettiness? 

Top American scientists have told the House 
subcommittee on information that the invitation 
to hold the 1961 International Astronomical 
Union meeting in the United States almost cer- 
tainly will be rejected if the State Department 
persists in refusing to allow Chinese Communist 
members to attend. 

Aside from the reflection on this country’s 
international reputation which would result 
from this pettiness, more serious consequences 
might follow. The sharing of ideas and data 
on observations all over the world is of major 
importance to astronomers, and American scien- 
tists might encounter a decline in such co-opera- 
tion. And there is the chance of another propa- 
ganda gain by the Kremlin. Russia, which will 
be the host for the 1958 meeting, has invited 
astronomers from the Vatican which it does not 
recognize. 

There is virtually no possibility that a few 
Chinese astronomers at an international gather- 
ing could act as spies or saboteurs, even if they 
were so minded. The United States already has 
admitted visiting Russian doctors, scientists, mu- 
sicians and dancers. Does the fact that Russia 
is recognized, while China is not, make any sub- 
stantial difference in the area of international 
scientific and cultural relations? 

Is it not possible, if not probable, that many 
a Chinese Communist participant in an interna- 
tional meeting held here would go home with a 
more favorable opinion of this country than any 
he can form by reading his native, party-domi- 
nated press? Since men outstanding in the sci- 
ences and the arts are, in the long run, the 
opinion-makers of a nation, does not the United 
States have something to gain by opening its 
doors rather than slamming them?

It is hard to believe that advertisements such 

as these once appeared regularly in the Situa- 
tions Wanted columns of newspapers. But they 
did and they were a part of the outrageous traf- 
fic in the buying and selling of Government 
jobs. Anyone who thinks there has been no im- 
provement in the conduct of the public’s busi- 
ness in Washington needs only to read them in 
connection with the seventy-fifth anniversary 
of the signing of the Civil Service Act. 

Missourians may take special pride in the 
anniversary, for it was a Missouri Senator, Carl 
Schurz, who introduced the first comprehensive 
bill to create a permanent civil service merit 
system. That was back in 1869. Senator Schurz 
was only 40, still a relative newcomer from 
Germany. 

But he saw the waste in government caused 
by the spoils partisans around President Grant. 
Although a Republican, he did not hesitate to 
speak out vigorously about the Grant Admin- 
istration’s corruption. So great was the Schurz 
reputation that whenever it was announced that 
he would speak, the galleries quickly filled with 
-eager listeners. 

It was not until 1883 that the Civil Service 
Act became law, and Schurz was out of Con- 


law. Congress passed it reluctantly, but by then 
the abuses were so shocking that even patron- 
age-dealing officials agreed that a start had to 
be made on a merit system. Today the problem 
is not to help men and women obtain govern- 
ment employment honestly. The problem is to 
persuade able people to make a career of serv- 
ing the public. The seventy-fifth anniversary of 
the outstanding act of the Arthur Administra- 
tion provides an excellent occasion to be grate- 
ful and also farsighted in the conservation of 
the talent whi¢h serves the taxpayer. 


Silence on the Gaither Report 


There are many reasons why it is unfortunate | 


that the Gaither committee report on national 
defense is not to be made public. It is hard to 
believe that some parts of it, at least, could not 
be released. But President Eisenhower has said 
that he cannot even allow Congress to look at it. 

This is particularly bad news for the Senate 
Preparedness subcommittee which has been try- 
ing for several weeks to gain access to this re- 
port and another by Dr. James R. Killian, the 
President’s scientific adviser. Senator Johnson's 
committee has already had before it many of 
the top military chiefs and leading civilians con- 
nected with defense matters; nearly all testi- 
mony was heard behind closed doors. 

It is doubtful that any of the Gaither and 
Killian reports, including the recommendations 
as well as the testimony, could have been more 
vital than was the testimony elicited by the 
Johnson subcommittee. President Eisenhower 
wrote Senator Johnson that he could not divulge 
data that would “jeopardize” the nation nor 
could he violate the confidence of those who re- 
ported to him. Those are valid reasons. Un- 
fortunately they do not serve to dispel the 
mystery and uncertainty in the public mind. 

The Gaither report, in particular, aroused 
great public concern after the White House 
Press Secretary, James Hagerty, tried to soften 
its impact with his assertion that it said “just 
the opposite” of what it was reported to say. 

Since the Administration will go no further 
in clearing up the mystery over these reports, 
it is all.the more necessary that the Prepared- 
ness subcommittee make its own searching anal- 
ysis of defense and draw its own conclusions 
from the evidence. The subcommittee’s pre- 
liminary report, proposing a broad 17-point pro- 
gram, is a welcome step in this direction which 
should be particularized as the inquiry proceeds. 
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Horns Blow in Venezuela 

The question confronting Venezuela has been 
for how long terroristic dictatorship and an 
overlay of industrial prosperity could silence a 
people. The answer in the case of President 
Marcos Perez Jimenez was 10 years. 

Even a month ago it appeared that President 
Perez Jimenez was assured of a long reign. He 
had a tight grip on the armed forces and secret 
police. He stifled the opposition, censored the 
press and put scores of political prisoners in 
jail, including priests and newspapermen. Even 
after he managed his re-election through a “ple- 
biscite,” provoking a military revolt on Jan. 1, 
his loyal troops soon restored order. 

Since then there has been a constant parade 
of protest, culminating in Tuesday's general 
strike signaled by the blowing of auto horns— 
forbidden in Caracas. They blew down the walls 
of the dictatorship. When bloodshed proved 
how sick Venezuelans were of Perez Jimenez, 
the armed forces stepped in and created a rul- 
ing junta. The dictator fled, appropriately, to 
the dictatorial Dominican Republic. 

Now the question for Venezuela is whether 
the military junta, with ties.to the past, will 
heed its pledges and the demands of civilian 
patriots for a constitutional restoration and free 
elections. But while Venezuelans struggle for 
an assurance of freedom, one sign of liberty has 
already appeared. For the first time in 10 years 
the world can learn directly what is going on in 
the wealthy republic on the Caribbean. 
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Berkeley’s Airport Tax Grab 

Berkeley's revived proposal to annex Lambert- 
St. Louis Field has all the earmarks of a bald 
tax grab. Berkeley is not in position to offer 
the airport a single municipal or other service 
that it does not now have, or that it needs. 

Berkeley clearly is after the chance to tax 
businesses established at the airport—and per- 
haps even the right to tax every gallon of gaso- 
line that is pumped at the field, as well as the 
airlines themselves. Berkeley’s new City Char- 
ter also might even permit it to regulate and 
control the operation of Lambert Field. 

Businesses at the airport certainly should pay 
taxes and charges for services rendered. But 
why to Berkeley which has nothing to offer? As 
to Berkeley's argument that it has the problem 
of traffic from the field without the control, 
Berkeley is in no different position from many 
other municipalities. 

In our judgment it is poor public policy for 
a small suburb like Berkeley to control for its 
own purposes a metropolitan facility like Lam- 
bert-Field. Berkeley voters will display real 
concern for the overriding interest of the total 
metropolitan community by voting No on the 
annexation proposal. St. Louis will protect the 
interests of everyone else by resisting the annex- 
ation with every legal weapon available. 
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Poppycock, Pamiri and Pronin 

Apparently the Kremlin will be forced to 
abandon its skeptical views on that elusive, 
mysterious and never-yet-captured creature, the 
“abominable snowman,” which has so often 
been reported sighted in the high Himalayas. 

A. G. Pronin, a scientist member of a Soviet 
expedition into the Himalayas, has written in 
Komsomolskaya Pravda of twice sighting a snow- 
man last August at a distance of several hun- 
dred feet.

Max M. Kampelman, Washington 
attorney who served as counsel to 
Senator Hubert Humphrey’s subcom- 
mittee on Labor and Labor Manage- 
ment Relations, has written what is 
said to be the first detailed account 
of the one-time Communist infiltra- 
tion of the CIO. He seems free of 
any axes to grind, relies on official 
hearings, government reports and 
newspaper and magazine articles. 
While generally accurate, Kampelman 
likely will be accused of exaggeration 
in including the St. Louis CIO Coun- 
cil, in 1946, as being Red dominated. 

There are excellent chapters on 
initial Communist labor strategy and 
tactics and reasons why the Reds 
were able to influence the CIO. The 
judgment of government actions, 
including the Taft-Hartley anti-Com- 
munist affidavit provisions, seems 
sound. However, the influence of 
Communists may have been greater 
than is indicated, as they were united 
on all issues. A summary of the au- 
thor’s findings follows: 

The sudden growth of the CIO 
caused John L. Lewis, in 1937, to 
make an alliance with the Commu- 
nists, who at first ignored the CIO. 
Théy provided needed union organ- 
izers, writers and executives. In a 
year the Reds could count on at least 
three of Lewis’s close advisers, had 
complete or partial control of 40 per 
cent of the CIO unions, though they 
never controlled more than 25 per 
cent of the total membership. Also, 
the Reds were very strong in local 
CIO councils until 1948, when they 
were thrown out tor supporting Henry 
Wallace for the presidency.

But experi- 
ence does not always ratify 
what the mind has accepted, 
and in consequence many per- 
formances of the Ninth Sym- 
phony have left this reviewer 
in a state of dissatisfaction that 


was not wholly accounted for 


by the technical inadeonacy of | 


the choruses. Last night’s ex- 
perience, nowever, 
quite clear once more that 
Beethoven had not faltered 
through illness or misjudgment.

and $300,000 made to the Mis- 
souri School for the Blind, 
3815 Magnolia avenue. : 

The gift, in the form of a 
residual interest in an estate 
valued at more than §$2,000,- 
000, was made in the will of 
Mrs. Eugene J. Lingenfelder 
of St. Louis, who died in 1956. 
The school was one of eight 
health and welfare institutions 
in the St. Louis area named 
to share in the estate. 

Dalton held that the state's 
share in the estate can be ac- 
cepted by Milton Carpenter, 
director of revenue, but that/ 
disposition of the bequest is 
up to the Legislature. How- 
ever, the opinion held that the 
money must be used, in ac- 
cordance with directions of the 
will, for the School for the 
Blind as a memorial to Mrs. 
Lingenfelder’s husband, who 
died in 1947. He was a former 
president of the old Lingen- 
felder-Bokern Real Estate Co. 

Dalton had been asked for 
an opinion on the bequest by 
Hubert Wheeler, state commis- 
sioner of education. 

Wheeler sought the opinion 
because there is no specific 
law setting forth how gifts for 
the school can be accepted.

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Your Income Tax 


Types of Income 
Are Tax Free 


(Fourth of a Series.) 


By C. K. Hodenfield 
Associated Press Staff Writer 


THERE ARE CERTAIN TYPES of income which are 
tax-free, and which you don’t even have to report in 
making out your income tax return. 

On the other hand, you may have had certain income 
which you hadn't thought 
of as being taxable. The 
Government wants you 
to éxclude everything 
possible under the law, 
but the tax collectors 
also insist that every bit 
of taxable income be 
listed. This article deals 
with both types of in- 
come. 


First, let’s look at the 
income which you don’t 
have to declare: 


1. State and federal 
social security payments, 
benefits from the Railroad Retirement Act, and Workmen’s 
Compensation benefits. This includes state and federal 
unemployment compensation. 


2. Inheritances (up to $60,000) and death benefits from 
life insurance policies. 


3. All Government payments and benefits to veterans 
and their families, except interest on terminal leave bonds 
and retirement pay not connected with a disability. 

4. Gifts. This includes money or anything of value 
for which you performed no service whatever. 

5. Interest on state and municipal bonds. 

6. Subsistence and rental allowances to members of 
the armed forces. 

7. Dividends on G.I. life insurance programs. 


Any 1957 income you had which falls into one 
of these categories is beyond the reach of the tax 
collector. Just forget about it while making out 
your return. 


There are several other categories which have strings 
attached. 


PRIZES AND AWARDS (as distinct from gifts) are 
exempt from taxes only if they are given in recognition 
of civic, literary, artistic, educational, scientific, charitable 
or religious achievement. 

But these prizes and awards can’t be excluded if you 
had to enter a contest as a condition of winning, and 
they can’t carry with them the requirement of performing 
any substantial future service for the donor. This means 
that most prizes given on radio and television giveaway 
programs or quiz programs are not exempt and Uncle 
Sam awaits his share. 

Generally speaking, payments made in the form of 
scholarships or fellowships are tax exempt. If the recipient 
is a candidate for a degree the entire amount is tax free 
and needn't be reported. If the recipient is not a candidate 
for a degree, the maximum amount which is exempt is 
$300 a month. 

Income earned outside the scholarship, however, is 
taxable. 


With some restrictions, each taxpayer may 
deduct from his income up to $50 received as 
dividends during the tax year from qualifying . 
domestic corporations, All dividend income must 
be reported on Schedule A on page 3 of the form 
1040. Remember, so-galied dividends from savings 
and loan or building and loan associations and 
from credit unions are not considered true divi- 
dends by the tax collector. They’re considered 
interest, and must be listed with your other 
income, 


THE TAX LAWS also let you exclude from your 
taxable income part or all of your income received in the 
form of annuity or retirement pay. There are two general 
rules which apply: 

1. Uncle Sam feels you have a right to recover, tax- 
free, as much as you have paid into your annuity or 
pension plan. For instance, if over the years you paid 
$3500 into your company's pension fund, $3500 of what 
you get back is tax-free. 

2. You can't exclude any part of the payments if you 
did not bear part of the cost. However, even if you made 
no direct contributions, you paid part of the cost if you 
were taxed for part or all of your employer's payments 
to the plan. 

Page 13 of the instruction book with the Form 1040 
tells you how to figure that part of your annuity or 
pension which may be excluded from your taxable income. 

There's a chance for real savings by excluding your 
“sick pay”’—pay received from your employer while you 
were off work because of illness or injury. 

Here, too, there are certain conditions to be met, and 
certain limits on how much can be excluded. 

The amount of sick pay you can exclude from your 
taxable income cannot exceed $100 per week and the plan 
must be financed by your employer. 


If your absence from work is due to an injury, 
your sick pay exclusion begins with the first day 
you miss. If your absence is due to illness, it 
generally begins only with your second week's sick 
pay. However, if you are hospitalized for even one 
day because of illness, the exclusion begins with 
the first day you missed, just as for an injury. 


Remember that $100-per-week ceiling. If your pay 
is over $100 per week, here's how to figure how much 
you can exclude: divide $100 by the number of working 
days in your normal work week. That gives you your 
maximum daily exclusion. Then multiply that amount by 
the number of days you were off work. That gives you 
your total excludable sick pay, 


WHEN YOUR PAY for the period while you are out 
with illness or injury comes entirely from your own 
contributions to a plan or policy, the $100 limit does not 
apply. The entire amount may be excluded. 

If you use Form 1040A, or punch eard type return, 
you cannot claim sick pay exclusion. On the form 1040, it 
should be entered on line 6 (b) and you should attach a 
statement to your return showing the dates you were 
absent, the nature of your illness or injury, whether or 
not you were hospitalized, and when, and how you figured 
the amount excluded. 

That about covers the exclusions. Now there's the

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The Army's Misplaced ‘Math, Genius’ 


Pvt. Ernest Shult, Whose Professor Blasted Military, Is Happy Now in Research Post

PVT. ERNEST EDWARD 
SHULT, the mild-mannered 
egghead who unwittingly 
touched off the uproar over the 
Army’s failure to utilize scien- 
tific and professional man- 
power, is a comparatively hap- 
py young man these days. In- 
tead of spending his time typ- 
ing dull Army forms as ‘he was 
doing at Fort Lee, Va., he has 
now been recognized by the 
Army as a mathematical genius 
and put to work here at the 
Army Chemical Center on the 
“development of methodology 
and techniques for the eval- 
uation and assessment of chem- 
ical munitions systems.” 


No man to gripe, Shult makes 
it clear that the storm over the 
Army's waste of scientific and 
professional manpower was 
none of his doing. He had been 
prepared to give two years of 
his life to the Army and make 
the most of the clerk-typist job 
to which he was assigned. In 
fact, he was just sitting there 
at Fort Lee, bored to death and 
minding his own business, 
when he got the first inkling 
that he had become a cause 
celebre and had touched off 
something of an egghead offen- 
sive against the United States 
Army. 

The whole ‘business began 
when Shult’s former professor, 
internationally-known genetic- 
ist Dr. Carl C. Lindegren of 
Southern Illinois University, 
called Shult an “outstanding 
mathematical genius’’ and 
bluntly accused the Army of 
wasting talent by having Shult 
perform “relatively useless” 
duties. 


Lindegren pulled no punches. 
Describing the 24-year-old 
Shult as “the outstanding 
mathematical genius I have en- 
countered in 30 years of sci- 
entific research,” he asked if 
the Army “don’t give intel- 
ligence or placement tests to 
those it drafts?” 

“Russia exploits her talent 
and gives brilliant young men 
like Shult better opportunities 
so they will better benefit the 
Soviet Union,” Lindegren as- 
serted. “But in the United 
States there is an anti-intel- 
lectual instinct that does not 
provide for our scientists and 
encourage them always to work 
for the nation’s good.” 


As the professor's charges 
drew sparks, it was discover- 
ed that Shult was indeed too 
bright to do nothing in the 
Army but peck away at a 
typewriter filling out forms 
in sextuplicate. He had been 
Lindegren’s chief mathemat- 
ical assistant. He and Lin- 
degren had written a book 
together on  biology-math- 
ematics and had had num- 
erous papers published in 
outstanding British, Dutch 
and Japanese scientific jour- 
nals. Furthermore, Lindegren 
pointed out, Shult, had al- 
ready done research which 
has been accepted as having 
changed long-held math- 
ematical theories and would 
potentially be of aid in soly- 
ing problems of heredity. 


The Army defended itself by 
issuing a statement that “since 
Pvt. Shult has no baecalaure- 
ate degree and neither he nor 


his record indicated his special 
training” the Army had been 


unaware of his talent. But less 
than a week later, Shult was 


told that he could put the 
cover on his typewriter and 
two days after that he was as- 
signed to work directly under 
the chief of the mathematics 
branch of the weapons re- 
search division at the Army 
Chemical Center here at Edge- 
wood. 


When public interest in Pvt. 
Shult was at its peak, the up- 
roar over the Army’s misuse of 
scientific and professional 
manpower was lifted a few 
more decibels by Representa- 
tive Albert W. Cretella (Rep.), 
Connecticut. He charged the 
Army is grossly misusing the 
talents of its G.I. scientists and 
technicians. He said he had 
received information that 
civil engineers drew assign- 
ments as clerk-typists and that 
he knew of a bacteriologist 
with a master’s degree who was 
trained by the Army as a first- 
aid specialist. 


Cretella and Adj. Gen. Her- 
bert M. Jones of the Army ex- 
changed politely hot letters. 
Then Gen. Jones announced 
that not only was the Army's 
scientific and professional 
program being subjected to 
“a critical re-examination” but 
also that he had directed the 
Army staff to re-evaluate pres- 
ent methods of identifying 
highly talented personnel early 
in their training in order that 
more precise controls be estab- 
lished to guide their training 
in critical military specialties. 

While Shult gets consider- 
able credit for having touched 
off the struggle that may lead 
to a fuller recognition of the 
worth of the egghead in the 
U.S. Army, the young math- 
ematician from Fairbury, I11., 
where his mother still lives, 
wants, nothing more than to 
be left alone. 

“Besides,” he said mildly, “I 
didn’t qualify under the Army 
scientific and professional pro- 
gram. I lacked one credit 
toward a degree. I just never 
thought it was worth while 
wasting my time getting the 
one credit I needed in physical 
education. There were other 
things I wanted to do more.” 

Schult’s acquaintance with 
the Army began last April at 
Fort Leonard Wood, Mo. He 
had received his notice from 
his draft board in the fall, 
shortly after his return from 
Japan where he and Prof. 
Lindegren had attended the 
International Genetics Con- 
gress. Shult presented to the 
Congress research papers he 
had done with Lindegren on 
yeast genetics, a study pur- 
sued under the auspices of An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., of St. Lou- 
is, and was two weeks late re- 
turning to Southern Illinois 
University. Then he was defer- 
red until January, and finally 
a Fort Leonard Wood in 
Ar", 


During his placement in- 
terview at the reception cen- 
ter Shult was asked what he 
did in civilian life he replied 
that he was a geneticist. The 
Army interviewer invited 
Shult to “spell it.” Shult did 
and that was the last he 
heard of it until after his 
eight weeks’ basic training, 
when he was called for a 
classification and assignment 
interview. It was here that 
Shult found he could not 
qualify for the scientific and 
professional program because 
he lacked his degree. With- 
out complaint he went off to 
spend eight weeks at clerk- 
typist school and eventualiy 
wound up at Fort Lee. 


On his first leave, Shult 


married Carolyn Fleming of 
Litchfield, Ill. Then he settled 
down to serve as a typist in 
the Army 

But there was Prof. Lin- 
degren to be reckoned with. 
He was outraged that the Army 
could so misuse the talents of 
a mathematical genius. : 

When Shult was transferred 
to the Army Chemical Center, 
after the storm, he had around 
of interviews with the center's 
scientists. It was agreed that 
he would go to work under 
Morton D. Shavit, chief of the 
mathematics branch of the 
weapons research division. 

“The application of mathe- 
matical statistics to chemical 
munitions evaluation is rela- 
tively new,” Shavit explained 
to this reporter, “and people 
who have competence and cap- 
ability in this field are diffi- 
cult to find. So when Shult 
was proposed for transfer to 
the Chemical Corps we were 
quite anxious and pleased to 
get him.” 

Milton Cutler. chief of the 
Weapons Research Division of 
the Chemical Warfare Labora- 
tories was another at Edge- 
wood who welcomed Shult to 
the staff. He said: 

“Generally speaking, mathe- 
matical. statistics are mathe- 
matical statistics whether ap- 
plied to genetics or munitions, 
so the training Shult has had 
stands him in good stead in 
chemical munitions work.” 

Shult himself has this to say 
now that all the shouting over 
his case is over: 

“Personally,” he frowns, “TI 
feel that I'm being utilized to 
the fullest extent the Army has 
to offer. But my previous work 
was of such a specific nature, 
directly involved in the history 
of genetics, that I can’t expect 
to find that part of my work 
being done in the Army.” 

Shult has always been in- 
clined to take things as he 
finds them. Born in Tonica, I11., 
Sept. 29, 1933, the youngest of 
six children of a Methodist 
minister, he had anything but 
an easy childhood. He remem- 
bers that the family moved 
every three or four years, al- 
ways from one Illinois prairie 
town to another, and that he 
was always wearing hand-me- 
down clothes. 

“I remember once we lived 
in Kempton and ran up such a 
big grocery bill that it took 
us three years after we moved 
to pay it off,” he sighed. 

As a boy Shult earned what 
he could mowing lawns, de- 
tasseling hybrid corn and shov- 
eling snow. One summer be- 
tween his junior and senior 
years in high school he got a 
job running an elevator in a 
hotel in Evanston, Ill. He had 
a room right across the street 
from Northwestern University 
Library and, pretending to be a 
student, he began dropping in 
regularly to “study.” 

One of the books he ran 
across in the library was a biog- 
raphy of an East Indian mathe- 
matician named Ramanuja. 

“He was illiterate and lived 
out in the provinces,” Shult 
said, remembering his excite- 
ment over the book. “But one 
day when he was in his teens 
someone gave him three mathe- 
matics books. His understand- 
ing was mostly intuitive. He 
pewes to the point where 

e sent 13 cf his theorems to 
the English mathematician G. 
H. Hardy; who could work only 
three of them.” 

Shult was deeply moved by 
the experiences of Ramanuja 
and bought a notebook in which 
he “copied out things,” equa- 
tions and formulas. 

“Pretty soon I could see

what these equations and for- 
mulas were saying,” he recalled. 
“Then I found that I just had 
to discover how mathematicians 
got their answers.” 

The love of mathematics grew 
in him. His appetite for the 
subject was insatiable. He fi- 
Nally enrolled at the University 
of Southern Illinois and one 
day submitted to his math pro- 
fessor a folder of theorems. 
Shult was told not to bother 
himself with topics “not in 
the main stream of mathe- 
matics.” A sensitive lad, he 
took the rebuff to heart and 
didn’t touch math for a year 
and a half. 

“Even now,” Shult recalls a 
little sadly, “math doesn’t have 
the magic it had for me then.” 

Out of school for a year, he 
developed an interest in music, 
and when Dr. Lindegren offered 
him a job in the microbiology 
lab he accepted because Linde- 
gren had a piano he could use. 


“Then I got interested in 
genetics,” Shult continued. 
“I attended a series of sem- 
inars. “That was a very in- 
spiring spring when my edu- 
cation in genetics began. Dr. 
Lindegren gave me recent 
and historic papers to read. 
Soon I was reading all night 
and day. I had to know all 
there was about the founda- 
tions of genetics. Pretty soon 
I settled down to a specific 
area and Dr. Lindegren and 
I developed several general 
theories about things as- 
sumed for years which don’t 
hold any more.” 


Re-enrolling at Southern II- 
linois, Shult took only courses 
that he liked—music and phi- 
losophy mostly. And always 
there was one math course 
which left him disappointed 
since the subject “failed” to 
draw the old fire.” 

More and more his work in 
genetics came to absorb his 
whole being and when he was 
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drafted, one credit short of a 
degree, he bundled up his left- 
over work and took it with 
him to the Army. He is now 
collaborating with Prof. Lin- 
degren on five papers. 

A tremendously serious 
young man, Shult nevertheless 
has a delightful sense of hu- 
mor. He says he hopes he and 
his wife have five children be- 
cause he wants to do gome ob- 
servation on whether his chil- 
dren will inherit their moth- 
er’s allergy to bananas. 

Shult and his wife now 
live off the post in a small 
apartment in Edgewood and 
it is his ambition to be able 
to save up enough money 
to buy an old upright piano. 
His favorite pastimes . are 
playing his own musical com- 
positions, painting and draw- 
ing. He says he and his wife 
have no trouble living on 
$150 a month. He dislikes 
being called a genius.

Oppenheimer.” And, I be- 
lieve, this was confirmed by 
President Eisenhower. 

I feel a little sad that our 
country Aas to forego the serv- 
ices of one of the finest scien- 
tific minds in the world. Dr. 
Oppenheimer was never ac- 
cused of anything except hav- 
ing felt, as most scientists do, 
that progress in science should 
be shared, regardiess of na- 
tionality. 

The scientific approach 
seems to make this almost in- 
evitable, and I cannot under- 
stand the attitude of fear which 
now has enveloped us. 


It was childish not to have 
congratulated the Russians 
on their recent satellite 
achievements and not to 
have taken for granted that 
any development in science 
must be shared by the world, 
just as it must benefit the 
world as a whole. 


We may know that the So- 
viets are glad to do something 
new that will give them, at our 
expense, prestige among the 
uncommitted countries of the 
world. But perhaps we will be 
the ones to do it next. 

We must cease to be afraid 
and, instead, rejoice at new 
discoveries, from wherever 
they come. And the scientific 
approach, which holds that any 
discovery is the result of the 
work of many people and must 
be shared for the benefit of 
mankind, we can ill afford to 
neglect. 

Have we become so rigid in 
Government that: : 

“The moving finger writes 

and, having writ, moves on, 

Nor all your piety or wit 

Can call it back to cancel 

half a line 

Nor all your tears wipe out 

a word of it?” 


Could not our Government 
see the advantage of using 
one of the brains we need 
for our scientific develop- 
ment? Dr. Oppenheimer 
may have made a mistake, 
but all of us do!

Then we have the star commissioning his pier as a 
ship under the Republic of Libertania flag (it’s longer 
than the “Queen Elizabeth’) because the stuffy town 
bigwigs are trying to get rid of it by a compulsory sale 
to the town. When the authorities attempt to take his ship 
by force, and destroy the pier by dredging under it, Alec 
and his crew fight the valiant “Battle of Sandcastle Bay,” 
putting the enemy to flight with such warships as children’s 
paddle-boats. I think this could have been developed more 
with slapstick touches and gags, but I’m not complaining. 

Guinness’s style in this is to play the role with great 
dignity, with a shade more seriousness than if he were 
doing it straight, and it’s effective.

Strong Medicine on TV

“MD INTERNATIONAL,” presented on NBC-TV last 
night, was pretty strong medicine. And pretty rewarding 
medicine.

It was a tasty example of honésty and intelligence at 
work behind the camera eye. And that means a low bow 
to David Lowe who produced and directed it. 

Some of it, I imagine, was fairly gamey for the squeam- 
ish—an operation upon a heart, another upon an eye with 
a brutally close shot of the lens being removed, a small 
girl with her back deformed by tuberculosis of the bone, 
a shot of a leg stump. 


But there was never any feeling that this sort 
of material was being injected into the program 
for sensation’s sake. All of it seemed a legitimate 
visual explanation of just what each doctor’s work 
was all about. 


There were, I would say, only two dull moments dur- 
ing the show. Both of them took place when the camera 
left the arena of the bedside. One was a brief and dull in- 
terview between Dr. Charles Malik, Lebanon's Foreign 
Minister, and a young girl doctor. The other was a talk 
by Ethiopia’s Emperor, Haile Selassie, in his native lan- 
guage. 

However, this is carping. “MD International” was a 
shining and humane document. I’m sure NBC-TV will re- 
peat it.

SEVERAL TIMES in the 
summer of 1954, I phoned the 
usual GPU number in Vienna. 
There was no reply. This time, 
a strange voice answered.

The notes which I made in- 
clude: 

Oct. 27, 1954: A new GPU 
man met me. He was differ- 
ent from the others—tough, 
cynical and arrogant.’ He 
later identified himself as 
Vladimir Alexandrovitch. He 
suggested that I make a 
trip to Moscow to explain 
what I had done about Soble. 
I asked if he could arrange 
for Korotkov to come to Vi- 
enna instead. 

Nov. 8, 1954: I went to 
the usual apartment in Vi- 
enna. The table was loaded 
with vodka and caviar. Gen. 
Korotkov was there. He 
looked very worried about 
something. I asked him to 
reconsider his decision con- 
cerning Soble, saying that 
Soble is in a depressed 
mood because of the death 
of his sister. Korotkov shook 
his head and said, “How 
could Soble have gone so 
wrong?” He suggested that 
I go to Moscow with him, 
and he asked me for my 
passport. I didn’t have it 
with me. He suggested that 
I bring it with me the next 
time. I couldn’t understand 
his strange uneasiness. I had 
the feeling that something 
was haunting him. 


Nov, 16, 1954: At 6 p.m., 
I met Alexandrovitch at the 
New Berg theater. I had my 
passport as requested by 
Korotkov, Alexandrovitch led 
me several blocks until we 
came to a car, in which a 
stranger was seated. He 
looked almost exactly like 
the American actor Charles 
Bickford, except that he had 
a pointed chin. Though he 
was in civilian clothes, he 
had the bearing of a military 
man. Alexandrovitch and I 
got into the car, and the 
stranger barked instructions 
to the chauffeur. Otherwise, 
he didn’t say a word. We 
drove to an apartment in the 
Russian zone of Vienna. The 
stranger was still silent as 
we entered the apartment. 
He stared at me for a few 
minutes. Then, he = said, 
“There is no more Alex- 
ander -Mikhailovitch Korot- 
kov.”” 

This was the beginning of 
my most trying ordeal in the 
10 years I worked as Russian 
spy and FBI counterspy. Ap- 
parently, all my previous con- 
tacts had been liquidated — 
Korotkov, Yefimov and the 
rest. Generally, when I had 
come to these apartments, 
there were caviar and vodKa on 
the table and it was a friendly 
meeting. Now, there were only 
a bare table and a scowling, 
frightening man — 6 feet 2 
inches tall, blond, about 40 
years old—who did nothing but 
shout at me. I was terrified. 
He obviously represented the 
new military dictatorship that 
was then taking over in Mos- 
cow. I didn’t believe I was 
going to get out of this place 
alive. He shouted, “Are you 
willing to continue working for 
the cause?” 

I. said that I was. Unsmiling, 
he introduced himself as Mik- 
hail Petrovitch. He reached 
into his overcoat and pulled 
out a pencil and about 40 
sheets of blank paper. He told 
me to write down everything 
about myself, particularly the

assignments Korotkov had giv- 
en to me. He told me to have 
my report finished by the time 
he returned. Then, he left. 


HE CAME BACK in about 
two hours. He accused me of 
not co-operating when he saw 
that I had not written any- 
thing. 

Then, he sat down, took the 
paper and wrote a list of 20 
questions. Among them were: 
“When did you first meet Kor- 
otkov?” “Who introduced you 
to Korotkov?” “What are your 
recommendations in regard to 
Jack Soble’s future?” “What 
are your impressions and opin- 
ions of Vitaly Tcherniavsky, 
Aphanassy Yefimov and any 
any other contacts you had 
with the Soviets?”

Then, 
after considerable discussion, 
I'd write the answer, but not 
until it coincided with what he 
wanted me to say. Several 
times, he flew into a rage. 
Once, he’ slammed his fist 
down with such force that he 
shattered the table. He ac- 
cused me of lying. He screamed 
at me and broke more furni- 
ture. 

He shouted that Korotkov 
had not handled me right and 
that he had not handled Soble 
right. He sai@that.Soble was 
wrong in his dealings with 
Jane Zilatovski, that he had 
personally read several of her 
reports and she was an excel- 
lent agent.

He said that former Com- 
munists are more dangerous 
than reactionaries, He shouted,

began to choke me. 

“Nothing is elementary!” he 
shouted. “Life and death are 
not elementary!”

ANSWER TO QUIZ 


1. South bids four no-trump, 
Blackwood, expecting to bid 
a slam unless North has an 
aceless hand, There may be a 
slam at hearts, but if South 
jumps in hearts, he can't ex- 
pect partner to bid the slam, 
lacking the three top trumps. 

2. South passes. West will 
bid again over East’s cue bid 
and South with his fine de- 
fensive holding hopes the pair 
will reach a slam. A double 
of five clubs may stop the 
East-West bidding at the five- 
level. 

3. South bids five diamonds, 
leaving the decision'for a slam 
up to North. An alternative 
call is four spades, but the 
bid South does not make is 
six diamonds; he can't assume 
that North has the heart suit 
under control. 

4. South makes his heart 
game by unblocking in dia- 
monds by refusing the finesse. 
He takes the club ten with the 
ace and now he does not try 
the diamond finesse, for if it 
loses, West can switch to a 
spade, knocking out dummy’s 
last entry. Now the diamond 
ace blocks dummy’s suit and 
South, with only nine top 
tricks, wishes he had bid three 
no-trump. 


The winning play is to take 
the club ace, draw trumps 
and play the ace and another 
diamond, losing to the king. 
The defense cashes two clubs, 
but declarer takes a spade lead 
in dummy and discards his 
losing spade on the queen of 
diamonds, making game.

suddenly, he grabbed me again 
and slammed me against the 
wall. He accused me of remain- 
ing a bourgeois. He said I 
would come out all right only 
if I was’ready to sacrifice my 
life for the “cause,” as he was. 


Then, for the first time, I 
lost my temper. It was a bold 
play, but I figured that, at 
this point, I had nothing to 
lose. I began to shout at him. 
I said, “If two of your broth- 
ers were killed mysteriously 
in Russia the way mine were, 
perhaps you wouldn’t have 
the same power of convic- 
tion.” 


He said, “If they had not 
served the cause of the revolu- 
tion, I couldn’t care about 
them.” 

“You're sitting here in the 
Russian zone protected by all 
your troops!” I shouted. “Every 
time I enter the Russian zone, 
I am risking my life. Every’ 
moment I work for the Soviets, 
I am risking my life for the 
revolution.” 

This last-ditch, desperate 
play worked. It had the effect 
of suddenly calming him down. 
He said, “As long as your pur- 
pose is a revolutionary purpose, 
you can help us. But from now 
on, there’s a new deal. You 
can prove yourself only by 
your deeds.” 


WE BROKE UP our meeting 
at 4 a.m. It had lasted more 
than 10 hours. I walked home, 
white and shaking. 

Later on, I told my FBI con- 
tacts about everything that had 
happened. Though I was fright- 
ened, I said I would continue 
working with the Russians. 
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BORIS MORROS ... AN EIGHT-HOUR QUESTION AND ANSWER 
SESSION. 


On Nov. 23, 1954, I had an- 
other meeting with the formi- 
dable Petrovitch. He gave me 
the catalogue of an optical 
company in Vienna. When I 
had information for him, I was 
to write to the company as if I 
were ordering optical equip- 
ment. Petrovitch designated 
items in the catalogue, how- 
ever, to serve as code words 
“minilux,” for example, meant 
Jack Soble, and “minigrand” 
meant information in reference 
to supersonic airplanes. I was 
to use the name Paul Scott in 
the return address. He said 
that any letters from Paul 
Scott would not be delivered 
to the company, but would be 
forwarded directly to him. In 
writing to me, he would use 
the name Carl Miller. 

Then, he gave me a list of 
espionage assignments, one of 
which, he said, had top prior- 
ity. He told me that the Rus- 
sians were having trouble with 
skin friction in their super- 
sonic aircraft. He said, “You 
must find out the chemical 
formula of the plastic, probably 
Orlon and Perlon, which the 
Americans use to combat the 
friction of the air as it passes 
over the surface of their air- 
planes at supersonic speeds.” 


I GAVE the details of this 
assignment to the FBI agents 
who were working with me. 
Then, I left for the United 
States to try to contact vari- 
ous members of my espionage 
ring. I caught up with Jane 
Foster Zlatovski in Los Ange- 
les. She had returned to the 
United States to visit mother. 
I met her at the Ambassador 
hotel and induced her to come 
to my room for a drink. The 
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two FBI agents were close by. 
She said pleaty. She was hys- 
terical. She told me she was 
going to divorce her husband, 
George, “because he talks too 
much.” She _ threatened to 
commit suicide because the 
State Department had taken 
away her passport due to what 
they called her leftist activities. 
(Rather than open its confi- 
dential files on her to her at- 
torneys, the State Department 
later returned her passport.) 

For three hours, she poured 
out her soul to me. She told 
me she had known Martha 
Dodd since the 1930's and the 
Sobles since 1946. She said 
she was surprised that the 
State Department had not 
questioned her about them. She 
implicated a friend of hers in 
the State Department who had 
told her about her passport 
status As she talked, she 
tossed off one whisky after an- 


other and became _§sloppily 
drunk. At one point, she sud- 
denly asked me, “Could you 
be working for the FBI?” 


“Why shouldn't 1?” I said 
laughing, and immediately she 
went back to her disconnected 
ramblings. She accused Soble 
of abandoning her and George. 
She finally left about 12:45 
a.m.

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WHILE WE were discussing 
the different kinds of move- 
ment by fish, perhaps the sub- 
ject of flying fish came to your 
mind. Such fish have become 
widely known. They are ob- 


| served from time to time above 


the surface of the Atlantic 
ocean, especially around Ber- 
muda and other islands in 


warm areas. They also are ob-| 


served in various parts of the 
Pacific and Indian oceans. 

Q. Do flying fish really fly? 

A. Not in the sense that they 
rise by flapping their wings. 
They glide through the air, 
spreading out their winglike 
fins. The fins, or wings, trem- 
ble at times, owing to wind 
currents, but the fish are with- 
out the kind of muscles they 
would need to get up in the 
air by flapping wings 

Q. How does a fiying fish 
rise above the water? 

A. It swims rapidly, then 
gives a strong push with its 
tail and goes above the surface. 

Q. How high above the sur- 


face does the flying fish rise? | 


A. Usually from two to six 
feet. 

Q. How many winglike fins 
does a flying fish have? 
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TWO-WINGED FLYING FISH, 


A. Some have only _ two, 
others four. Even when there 
|are four, the front ones are 
much larger. 


The Indian ocean and parts 
of the Pacific have two-winged 
iflying fish. The Atlantic has 
four-winged flying fish, and 

there are some with four wing- 
like fins off the western coast 
of California. Tourists who go 
to Catalina Island often see 
four-winged fish in flight. 

Q. How large are flying 
fish? 

A. Most of them are small, 
with a length of hardly seven 
inches. Some reach a length of 
from 12 to 18 inches. 


| Q. How far do fiying fish | 
_ glide through the air? 

A. Often they cover an air 
| distance of only 50 or 75 feet, 
but it is fairly common for 
'them to glide 150 or 200 feet, 


and cases are on record of 
glides which covered from 500 
to 600 feet.
